And so she tella, as many oth- 
ers do, of the precious joys in her 
life, of a husband's devotion over 
thirty wonderful years, of her deep 
an@ abiding affection for him, of 
the love and ha of her own 
mother and father, of fhe abiding 
joy and love between herself and 
her children and grandchildren. 


“But, oh. we never flaunt this 
precious thing in public. My hus- 
band and I do not evén exchange 
endearing names and phrases when 
there are any around to hear. We 
have never embraced in public in 


my children on etrictly oo- 
casions. That is why you don"! 
receive many happy letters. I think 
really happy people fear to brag, 
ft to vulgarize the thing they 
k to be sacred and sublime.” 
Of course, she is right. It is an 
instinct that must be deeply em- 
bedded in all fine natures. We all 
feel that queer dense of embar- 
rassment and doubt when people 
publish their happiness, proclaim 
their romances to the world, flaunt 
what we instinctively know should 
be a shy, secret, hidden treasure. 
Some quite p us sorrowe 
ean be sacred, too. That is why 
we so rarely dramatize a real deep 
hurt We usually only take the 
world tnto our confidenc® over 
vexatious woes and hurts, in which 
our well-being or our vanity are 
involved -—— not our innermost 
hearts. That queer undercurrent 
of contempt that we feel for peo- 
ple who mourn loudly and wear 
their hearts on their sleeves ie 
really the naturally fine underlying 
instinct of the human race. 
Sometimes eancred sorrows are 
confided to this column, too. But
